Mr. Wy ant was born in Ohio in 1836. and painted 
considerable at the age of twenty. Subsequently he spent 
some years in Uusseldorf. though it is never remem- 
bered when he showed any or the influence of that 
school— the opposite of all his feeling and sentiment. 
Karly in his career he went to the Adrioudack Mount- 
ains, where he identified himself with the scenei-y, 
which he ever saw under the most tender condition of 
sentiment and romance. Rarely, if ever, dramatic, his 
rendition of the stretches of mountains or valleys were 
given in true poetic vein. E;ven when he found themes 
in the approaching storm, they were the more delicate 
passage of color effects, which he rendered with ex- 
quisite charm. Mr. Wyant was a National Academi- 
cian, a member of the Society of American Artists, a 
founder and life-long member of the American Water 
Color Society, and a contributer to all the exhibitions. 
By his death, in 1892, America suffered a great loss. He 
had received a recompense in Paris at the Universal 
Exhibition of 1889, and was universally admitted to be 
one of the ablest and most sympathetic landscape 
painters in America.
